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engaged in repairing the damage, and had removed iu part the snow, 
and put up a new pole, my brother William, of whose whereabouts | 
knew nothing until now, looked into the tent, and said, “ Nettie, you 
are cold.” I was cold and chilled. The little clothing we had was wet 
with snow. William had hardly spoken to me until now, since my mar- 
riage; and looking around, sadly, he said at length, ‘t Nettie, this is not 
much like our father’s home we have left in Pennsylvania. If we die 
here, we shall die the death of martyrs.” He believed Mormonism was 
true, and he afterwards died a martyr, while I dived one. 

Our company was that day reorganized, and we moved onward, For 
a few days, I rode in the wagon of the Prophet by his invitation, and by 
an arrangement made by Wallace and William, as I could ride more 
comfortable thus. Brother Brigham, upon hearing me ask William if 
he had left my mother and the children at Nauvoo, to be murdered by 
the mob, directed him to go back for them. Ile accordingly returned to 
Nauvoo. When we had arrived at Sheridan River, William left us, and 
I rode again with my husband. 

Thus the march was continued, in companies of ten wagons each; 
and as we were lightly loaded the stores of the ten families were placed 
in our wagon; but it made no great addition to our load, for the provi- 
sions already began to fail; and after about a month, we were put upon 
short allowance. The men killed what game they could upon the way, 
which was but little at that time of the year. It was a weary journey ; 
crossing rivers, and bleak prairies, through Iowa in a westerly direction 
from Nauvoo. Sometimes short of wood and water, and always short 
of food. The full history of that sad journey of five months will never 
be written. Pioneers had been sent on to look out the way, and we 
followed in the common trail; a long drawn, straggling, struggling train, 
seeking a home in the wilderness—no one knew where,or when it 
would be found. This was the beginning of that half nomadic life of 
suffering and privation, which has at length given character to the Mor- 
mons, and rendered them one in purpose, and a strong, isolated people ; 
self-dependent, and quick in resource; asking nothing from, and grant- 
ing nothing to the rest of mankind, and reugh-schooled them to an in- 
dependence, as surprising as it is perfect. 

It was the policy of the Heads of the Church to have the column 
move on as fast as possible until Spring, then to halt at planting time, 
and put in crops for the coming masses, whose provisions were exhaust- 
ed. These were called “ stakes.” 

We arrived at Garden Grove, the first “stake” west of Nauvoo, on 
the first of June, 1846, after having been on half allowance for a long 
time. Those in front moved on to the “stake” at Council Bluffs. We 
were directed to make a farm and plant, while part of the men were 
sent south, into Mercer county, Missouri, to buy proyisions. Garden 
Grove is on Grand River, near the north line of Missouri. After we 
were established, and David Fulmer was chosen Pres:dent of the “ stake,” 
the Prophet moved on to Council Bluffs. 

My husband was chosen among others to go into Mercer county to 
buy provisions, and left me with his married sister, Mary Allred. My 
allowance of provisions at this time was very small—a piece of bread 
and some milk, less than half as much as I needed, was the small share 
allowed me, with as many wild onions as I wished. 

We watched the return of the men with great anxiety, while our 
stock of provisions grew less and less, till at length our overwrought 
imaginations pictured our prospects as desperate. To render our con- 
dition more gloomy still, it occurred to us that the men had gone into 
the locality from whence the Mormons had been driven by the Missou- 
rians a few years previous, and if they were recognized as Mormons, 
they would undoubtedly be imprisoned, or perhaps murdered. 

After two long weeks, just as we were giving up to despair, the men 
returned with the grain and provisions they had earned by laboring 
among the farmers, and some meat of hogs they had not earned, but taken, 
from the neighborhood of the settlements where these hogs were turned 
loose, and had become partly wild. The Mormons considered it right to 
take anything they could from the Gentiles, as they held themselves to 
be the only people of God. 

I have no recollection of having enjoyed so great a feast as on the 
return of the men with the provisions. I ate all I wished the first time 
for over four months. We lived a short time in our tent, which we had 
pitched in a small wood near the river. Our bed consisted of two quilts 
and one blanket, and we had a few tin dishes, which made up our stock 
of “furniture;” and yet, strange as it may seem, when not actually 
starving, we were very happy and contented, for up to this time my 
husband had been very kind and attentive, and I had so much contfi- 
dence in him that 1 felt no fear he would take another wife. I was 
happy, too, in the expectation of soon being a mother, and my husband 
engaged his niece, Jane Henderson, to stay with me. Our neighbors had 
assisted Wallace in building us a nice log cabin, about one mile from the 
other houses at the “stake,” on the bank of the river. Into this we 
soon moved. I have no hesitation in saying this was the most beauti- 
ful and romantic spot of earth LE have ever seen before or since. Our 
cabin was surrounded by a heavy growth of timber, and each tree was 
entwined by the climbing rose or entangled masses of the wild grape: 
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and the whole scene was a blooming Jabyrinth of wild flowers and grace. 
ful foliage, enlivened by the twitter of birds, the noisy whiz of the pin. 
nated grouse, and every variety of game, bounding from the thickets or 
along the graceful banks of Grand River. The wild turkey and deer 
were abundant, and the only disagreeable neighbors we found here were 
the wolves and the owls. The first often frightened us at night by their 
threatening howls, while the latter rendered the night hideous and lonely 
beyond measure by their unearthly hooting from two oak trees that 
overhung our little cabin. Indeed, these two oaks appeared to be the 
centre of the vast circle of owl society, for from far up and down and 
over the river,and from the far-off depths of the heavy timber, and 
over the little prairie near by, came back a quick response from ow] 
throats, in every variety of pitch and measure, from the hearse bass to 
the tremulous treble, until the flower-enamelled wilds about us fairly 
trembled with the crash of answering hoots and glibberings; and then 
suddenly all was still again, and when half lost in slumber, perhaps, 
again to be startled by a repetition of the dismal concert. I have since 
then felt the loneliness of the wild prairie and the great deserts of the 
West, as well as the unmitigated solitude of the Rocky Mountains; but 
I am of the opinion that periect solitude cannot exist where owls do not 
hoot at night. 

But my dream of personal security was soon to be disturbed in a way 
I little suspected. I had noticed my husband had treated his niece Jane 
uncommonly well, and one day I saw him with her in the door-yard in 
close conversation. He took her hand, whereupon she ran into the 
house, and coming to me, threw her arms round my neck, and said, 

“My dear aunt, do not be offended at me, I could not help it.” 

“Help what?” said I. 

* Did you not see uncle Wallace 

I replied that I did, but that he was only in fun. 

“Oh! no he was not. Ie says he wants me for a wife, and I will not 
remain here another day.” 

My readers will understand that it is not an uncommon thing for 
Mormons to marry their nieces, and even their half-sisters For in- 
stance, it often happens that when a man has several wives, their chil- 
dren, having a common father, will intermarry. 

Wallace soon came in and sat by me, with a thoughtful and troubled 
air, and after an interval of silence he kissed me. I repulsed him for the 
first time in my life, saying he was false to me, that he loved me no 
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longer, to which he replied, 

“ Nettie, I am satisfied with you, I want no other—and if I was not 
attached to you, I should know what to do, But that is what embar- 
rasses me. If I hated you, 1 should take another wife at once, as I must 
do in the end, living as Ido among this gang of Mormons. I am en- 
listed, and it is more than my life is worth to attempt to leave them, 
Indeed I could not do so now and live, as I know too much about them 
—more than you imagine. But here is the trouble, I can no longer en- 
dure being the butt of ridicule among the men for having but one wife. 
You may as well] understand the whole case at once. I have concluded, 
as between the two evils, to bring home another wife. I do not care 
who. If you have a choice, select one, and I will always recognize you 
as the first and principal wife. I must stop the mouths of the crokers, 
who would sacrifice everything to their spiritual wifeism.” 

Who can imagine the horror with which I listened to what, at the 
time, seemed the end of human hope with me. I hud ma ried Wallace 
to avoid this most dreaded evil, and I was now to be sacrificed. 

Where was my mother now? or a brother? I wasalone. To whom 
should I fly? At last I appealed to him—to my husband—and threw 
myself upon his generosity. 1 pointed him to the suffering and privation 
of the last five months, the cold and hunger I had endured, my age, and 
to the fact, that though but a child myself, I was soon to be a mother, 
and prayed that he would, at least for the sake of the one unborn, delay 
the terrible step fora while. The big tears rolled down his sun-browned 
face, and he trembled with emotion. I knew a terrible struggle tore his 
breast, and I gathered calmness to abide the issue. It was a fierce con- 
test, and I felt my fate hung upon the result. I awaited the end, and it 
came but too soon. 

He grew calm at length, and after a long period of troubled thought, 
rose and said, as he stepped to the door, 

“Jane, you may stay with your aunt to-day: to-morrow is our wed- 
ding. I have your father’s consent, and it is all arranged. The sooner 
it is over now the better.” 

I saw he was about to leave the cabin. With one wild bound! 
sprang upon him, with the intention of holding him by force, but he met 
me with a look that told me all was over; and quick as the lightning’s 
flash, I spurned him with all a woman’s hate, and shaking him off, 
dashed with what speed my condition would allow in the direction of 
the river, with what intention I knew not, but I have still a recollection 
of throwing, as I ran, my whole soul into one wild yell of horror, as 4 
last adieu to home, for in the excitement of the moment I had no wish 
to return to it. My next recollection of this unnatural scene was upot 
waking up the next morning, as if from some horrible dream. I found 
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Wallace and Jane by my bed, apparently greatly alarmed at my con- 
dition. 


Wallace showed the greatest sincerity in his expressions of sorrow, 
and plead strongly for pardon—promised never to bring, or again at- 
tempt to bring home another wife. 

I cannot now tell whether his unfeigned distress gave me most plea- 
sure or pain, I was weak and exhausted, and wished not to live. It 
occurred to me that if my child should be unfortunately a girl, it would 
be better for me to die nowthan to be the instrument of giving life to 
another victim to the cruel fate which awaits all Mormon women. 

Wallace reproached himself as being my murderer, and in the excess 
of his anguish cursed Mormonism as having led him into every possible 
erime—that it had lured him on to a fate which he could not bear, and 
from which he dare not fly. He really moved my pity. I asked him if 
he would take the measures to find my mother. He said if I would al- 
low him, my wishes should be his law, He made no conditions, but his 
surrender was perfect, and volunteered to go to his “ bride's” father and 
break off his engagement at once and entirely. Hope, which had so 
lately seemed impossible to me, once more lighted my fatare. I required 
no pledge but sixcerity, and waited with alternate hope and fear while 
he was gone to undo his marriage engagement, 

When he returned, he said it was all arranged with “her” father, 
and the “ Heads ” of the Church; and that now I should have no more 
trouble with him upon the subjectof spiritual wifeism, and I accepted in 
good faith his promise.

Oxituary.—One of the most useful and accomplished divines of this coun- 
try, Rev. 8. Gilman, D.D., of Charleston, 8. C., died on Monday, Feb. 8, at 
the residence of his son-in-law, Rey. Mr. Bowen, in Kingston, Mass Dr. Gil- 
man, who was born in Gloucester, Mass., Feb. 16, 1791, and had therefore 
nearly completed his 67th year, has been long and favorably known beyond 
the circle of the denomination to which he belonged, and of the parish in 
which for more than forty years he had labored with faithful zeal, as a 
scholar and a writer of no common excellence. He was graduated at Har- 
vard in 1811, in the same class with Edward Everett, Rev. Dr. Frothingham, 
of Boston, and others of equal public and scholastic reputation, and was 
early numbered among the contributors to the North American Review and 
the Christian Examiner. In the days of Nullification, Dr. Gilman bore him- 
self among the angry passions of the people of Charleston with dignified and 
Christian patriotism, and an ode on the Union which he wrote at that time 
has passed into the popular literature of the country. Mrs. Caroline Howard 
Gilman, his wife, who was the partner of his literary pursuits, as of his pasto- 
ral labors, has won a permanent place among the female writers of America, 
and the sympathy of a wide circle of relatives and friends in all paris of the

Mottey’s Dvten Rerveiic.—A translation of the work is soon to appear in 
the French language, under the superintendence of M. Guizot, to whom Mr. 
Motley conceded the right of translation some months ago. A reprint has 
been published in Amsterdam, and has had agood sale. A translation of the 
work, complete, has been published, in the German language, at Leipsig and 
Dresden. A translation into the Dutch language has been made, under the 
supervision of Mr. Bakhuizen Vanden Brink, the Archivist-in-Chief of the 
Kingdom of the Netherlands—the most learned man and the cleverest writer 
in that country. He has written an introductory chapter to the book, of a 
very complimentary character, and has added many notes and comments. 
It is publishing in numbers, very handsomely printed, and will searcely be 
concluded before the close of the year. An elaborate commendatery article 
upon the book has just appeared. in the “ Gids,” the leading review of the 
country, written by one of the best historical writers of Holland. These 
various editions and notices have all been undertaken without any solicita- 
tion on the part of the author; the application to him for permission to trans- 
late into the French was made through the editor of the Edinburgh Review 
Mr. Motley is now residing in the Hague, deeply engaged in studies for his 
next work, which is a continuation ef the history on which his reputation 
mainly rests.—Hvening Post. 

We may congratulate ourselves, indeed, on the spread of literature if it 
be true, as is asserted, that a Turkish lady, the wife of Ribardy Effendi, is 
employed in editing and translating a series in Turkish of European novels, 
to commence with Mr. Thackeray’s Newcomes. A small printing press has 
been sent from Paris to Constantinople, for the use of the ladies in the harem 
of Ribardy Effendi. 
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A new law on the press has come into foree in Denmark, prohibiting 
newspapers from copying the articles of other journals without quoting 
them. 

Prof. Conrad Hofman, of Munich, by order and at the expense of aig 
Maximilian, has set out on a scientific tour through Germany, England, 
France and Italy, for the purpose of studying and comparing in the various 
public libraries of those countries, the linguistic monuments, (Romanic as 
well as Teutonic), for the knowledge of which he has already distinguished 
himself so much. Six years ago he discovered the original manuscript of the 
old French epic “* Guillaume d’Orange,” and more recently another interest- 
ing and valuable discovery, that of a great epic poem by Aubry, of Burgun- 
dy, has been made by him.—Athenewn. 


The fifth volume of Prof. Zinkeisen’s “Geschichte des Osmanischen 
Reiches en Europa” has just left the press. By the abundance of the hither- 
to inaccessible materials, as well as by the interest of the period it treats of, 
the present volume is more attractive than the preceding ones, The subject 
is the progressive decline of the Turkish Empire, especially under the influ- 
ence of the increasing power of Russia, from the end of the war with Venice 
in 1669 to the Peace of Kutshuk-Kainardshe. Itis the intention of the author 
to bring his history, in the next ang last volume, down to the peace con- 
cluded at Paris in 1856.—Jdem.

We hope all our readers unc erstan t 1oroughly 
the beautiful distinction between monocular and binocular views, more particularly as we don’t. At any rate, it may be taken for granted that 
there és a difference, which is all-sufficient for present purposes. By the binocular or two-eyed view, a very singular and remarkable effect cau be 
produced. If two exactly similar daguerreotypes of the same object be taken and looked at simultaneously, one by each eye, all idea or appearance 
of plane surface js dispelled, and instead of a picture we see a reduced copy of the thing itself, with its accessories, in all their relations as solid 
objects. Thus, in looking at dagnerreotypes of St. Peter’s in this manner, we would see a miniature of that edifice, not in relief, but a perfect and 
wonderful illusion of the church itself, within the dimensions of a walnut. By the same method we may see a carved statue, in wage of the Greek 
Slave, or a model of Mont Blane, or of anything else. A group of persons is produced with all the fidelity of outline given by me daguerreot) Pe, 
but without the slightest appearance of being a picture.
